The question will be where to place the 


heavier burdens to oiT.sot the lifting of ex- 
rises. Mo bright suggestions have yet been 
heard. 


With the 1949-50 deficit expected to be 


around 55.000,000,000 to $7,000,000,000, no 
one imagines \vc can risk making the situa- 
tion worse by a further flat reduction in gov- 
ernment income.
